The resurgence of

What we see in the sitt 
ations of both clubs is the con- 
trasting danger of over-coach- 
ing and of non-coaching- 

In any coaching situation 
there is a danger that correc- 
tions and changes to individual 
and team playing styles will 
make things worse rather than 
better. 

Tommy Docherty says that 
professionals do not need 
coaching, they only need “‘sen- 
sible handling’’. 

By that he means they 
should be given fitness, put in 
a position to suit their personal 
playing style, then allowed to 


play. 
On the other hand this ap- 
proach will not tend to greatly 






improve a players natural 
ability. 

It may allow him to play to 
the best of his current ability, 
but he will not grow as quickly 
or as Substantially as say 
Frank Stapleton did under sys- 
tematic coaching from Don 
Howe at Arsenal.

The professional soccer 
player is the worst kind of 
animal. He’d stab you in the 
back if you got in his way. He 
can be devious and mean. 


That’s what Ringwood WII- 
helmina’s exciting import Brian 
Sinclair says. 


Sinclair's tiny, compact frame and 
excellent close ball skills have taken 
Victoria’s State League by storm. 


But what about those comments on pro- 
fessional players? 


““Let’s look at my time with Blackpool 
in the English Second Division,” says Sin- 
clair. 


“There were some real characters 
there. 


“We had what we called the judging 
panel. If the word got around that you had 
been out with a bird the night before noth- 
ing was said until you came into the rooms 
after training the next day. The door and 
windows were shut, Sitting in front of you 
was the jury, the club’s 13 apprentices. 
Mick Walsh was there then. He was the 
judge. Pan! Heart and Alan Ainscoe were 
the solicitors, one defending you and the 
other prosecuting you. 


“You always were found guilty and 
some incredible stories were made up 
about your exploits the previous night. 


“The punishment was severe. I don't 
think you can print what sort of substance 
was dropped into your boots or shoes. 


“Usually you were stripped, hosed down 
with cold water and hung by your hands in 
the grandstand no matter what sort of 
weather there was. 


“I could go on with a million other 
stories but you couldn't put many of them 
in the paper.”’ 


Sinclair migrated to Australia in 1966 
with his family. He has four brothers, one 
of whom, Darren, was an Australian 
boxing champion. His family moved from 
the migrant hostel in the Melbourne 
suburb of Broadmeadows to Moe, in the 
Victorian countryside. 


But the taste of big time soccer was on 
the tip of Sinclair’s tongue. He yearned for 
the life of a full time professional and he 
returned to England, to his native Liver-

poo 
I joked with Sinclair about his back- 
round, I asked him if he was from the 
oxteth area, scene of recent street riot- 


tN mate. I’m from the docks area, 
me, We throw the real McCoy there, Craig 
led. 

“T was in the Liverpool youth side but I 
didn't get offered an apprenticeship with 
Liverpool. I joined Ormskirk in the 
Cheshire League but three or four months 
after I'd joined the club went broke. 

“Danny Maher, a scout for Bury in the 


Third Divicinn decided ta farm Ormelirl

at Maine Road, Manchester City’s home 
ground. 

“I got a hat-trick in the final and you 
probably think I’ve got a hell of a memory 
but I can remember every goal vividly. 

‘My first goal was scored from a volley 
just outside the Dox, the second came 
from a header at the far post. Not bad for 
a little bloke. The third was a chip over the 
keeper as he came out. 

“Funny thing was, though, that at the 
end of the match [ tried to lift the cup 
above my head but it was too heavy and [ 
dropped it.”” 

Bobby Smith was Bury’s boss, He talked 
Sinclair into signing as a part timer. When 
Sinclair turned 17 he signed a three-year 
contract as a full time professional. 

“Full time soccer’s great. You get paid 
for doing what you love — playing soccer. 

“I always believed that my lack of 
inches was an advantage because Im 
quick and can turn men well. Being small 
and nippy is good and my heading ability 
isn't bad for a little bloke. 

“But in 1978 I had a disagreement with 
Smith. He wanted to encroach upon my 
personal life in a way which I didn’t care 
for. We had a meeting and I was put on the 
transfer list. 

“I knew that Blackpool and Liverpool 
had been watching me but when Liverpool 
found out about my argument with Smith, 


that nut an end ta mv chances there T iv- 
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Blackpool and he signed me for $20,000 at 
the beginning of the 1978-79 season. 

‘We had an up-and-down season in the 
league. I was a regular for the first half of 
the season but I was in and out of the side 
later on. I was an but-and-out winger then. 

“Stewart Imlach was the first team 

ach, He was sacked and the reserve 
tgam coach took over, Derek Armstrong 


“The players didn’t take to Armstrong. 


More importantly he didn’t take to me. 

“] was m around with Micky 
Walsh in the training rooms one day. I was 
trying to spray Micky with a fire pose. 
Armstrong walked in and copped t 
spray instead of Micky. 

“He stabbed me in the back after that 
incident. He was in the manager’s ear and 
I didn’t get my game regularly. 

‘Towards the end of the season the lads 
went out for the night. Armstrong was 
there and approached our table. He made 
a few smart remarks to me but he didn’t 
make them for long. 

“After that night I was finished with 
Blackpool.”’ 

“I ended up with Port Vale in Fourth 
Division. 

**But the way in which I went there was 
a bit sick really. Alan Groves was at 
Blackpool with me. He too was a winger 
and Port Vale were looking for someone to 
work off Bertie Wright up front. Believe it 
or not Bobby Smith was Vale's manager. 
He put in a bid of about $70,000 for Alan 
but the deal fell through. 

“A couple of weeks later Alan died. He 
went out for the night on a Sunday, went to 
bed but never woke up. 

“About a week after Alan’s death, 
Smith got the Swindon Town job. Dennis 
Butler took over and he knew me. He rang 
me up and I decided to sign with Port 
Vale. 

"That stint with the Vale probably was 
the best football I've ever played. There 
were four of us in the side who had played 
at Ormskirk Town and Bury together and 
everything about the club was good. 

“The manager knew and understood 
me. He let me have my head, if you like. 

“But in 1979 I was offered a really good 
contract by St George in Sydney. It was 
worth a lot of money to me and I wanted to 
return to Australia. 

**My family was in Sydney. I asked to be 
released but Grimsby Town had put in a 
bid for me of about $70,000. Port Vale also 
knew that Coventry City and Aston Villa 
were interested in me. I said that I wanted 
my contract cancelled so that I could go to 
Australia. 

“Dennis Butler agreed but the board of 
directors said no. 1 walked into the club- 
rooms, chucked my boots down and told 
them where to go. 

“Then I just had to wait for 12 months 
until the overseas ban which Port Vale 
placed upon me expired. 

‘By then the St George deal had fallen 
through and John van Hoboken, Ring- 
wood’s president, had written to me. I was 
down in the dumps at the time. At the end 
of April I came to Sydney, contacted van 
Hoboken, then came down to Melbourne.”’ 

Already Sinclair, in his first season of 
State League soccer, Is earmarked for a 
PSL career. 

He’s on a one-year contract with Ring- 
wood which expires on December | this
